Tills sitting vac reported by a Boy Scoutmaster to have occurred at 
«?150 local time oa 19 August 125® near West Fair Beach, Florida. Accord- 
ing to the story given, the source ves driving along deserted road in 
his ear, together with four Boy Scouts. Sighting a strange li^it, source 
stopped the car, cautioned the boys to wait, and entered the palmetto 
undergrowth alone. When he did net return in a few minutes, and witness- 
ing s owe strange lights in the vicinity of the scoutmaster, tbs beys went 
for help, returning with a deputy sheriff. The scoutmaster appeared, 
badly frightened, slightly burned or, the foreauras. His story was that 
he md seen a large circular object about eight feet over his head which 
had released a "fire ball* which descended on him. He stated that he had 
thrown himself upon the ground and "blacked out." There were various 
other embroideries to the story. Bis cap ms burned slightly aad samples 
of grass taken from the ianadlate vicinity of the "sighting*’ differed 
strangely ia appearance from samples 75 yards away.
